“Our army is composed almost en- 
tirely of Mexican patriots, and num- 
bers nearly 200 men,“ he said. “More 
than a hundred joined today in spite 
of the strict border patrol maintained 
by the United States army. There 
will be no further friction. A meet- 
ing was held last night, at which 
Capt. Stanley was present, and har- 
mony prevailed. The malcontents 
were escorted to the border and there 
is no further fear of disioyaity among 
the revolutionary forces. 

ON TO ENSENADA. 

“We will march on Ensenada and 
the Associated Press correspondent is 
welcome to accompany us and report 
the battle that will surely take place 
between here and the capital 0 the 
peninsula province.”

Taft commuted the sentence of WI 
lard N. Jones, of Portland, convicted 
of participation in Oregon land frauds, 
to a term of four menths in the Mult- 
nomah County Jail, in addition to 
which Jones will pay a fine of $12,000. 

Jones, who has been in Washington 
for some time, was strongly hopeful 
that all imprisonment might be 
weived, in view of the heavy fine im- 
posed upon him, especially as such 
afttion Was recommended by Judge 
Hunt and others who have reviewed 
the case, but the President followed 
the recommendation of Francis J. 
Heney and directed that Jones serve 
imprisonment.

Not only were the alleged secrets 
of the “silent brigade” revealed, and 
the Amoss raid on Hopkinsville de- 
scribed in detail, but accusations were 
made by witnesses that John Kelley 
of Cadiz, one of the attorneys for the 
defense, led a Trigg county squad on 
the way to this city; the substance of 
the night rider oath, with its death 
penalty for violation, was divulged; 
the killing of one man of the band 
and the wounding of another, presum- 
ably by Maj. Bassett’s posse, was re- 
lated, and a plot to assassinate Judge 
A. J. Wells of Murray, formerly coun- 
ty judge of Calloway, and now a mem- 
ber of the State Board of Control of 
Charitable Institutions, was laid bare. 
All of the confessed night riders 
were placed on the stand, but the 
prosecution declared that Dr. Amoss 
was the recognized-teader of the out- 
law band and had planned the raid 
on Hopkinsville. 
Following Milton Oliver, Sanford 
Hall took the stand. He said the - 
ness of his father prevented his tak- 
ing part in the invasion of Christian's 
capital, but he had heard it planned by 
Dr. Amoss and later had listened to 
the alleged “general” tell of its suc- 
cess. on one occasion, he said, Dr. 
Amoss had declared himself to be the 
“granddaddy of the organization, 
father and alt.” 
Quite as startling as the testimony 
of either Oliver or Hall was the evi- 
dence givén by Arthur Cooper of Trigg 
‘county and R. S. Warfield of Clarks- 
ville, Tenn. The former asserted that 
he had been a paid organizer of night

LAKE SHORE TREMBLES. 

The shore of Lake Michigan, from 
far above Zion City beyond the Indiana 
border, trembled as though shaken by 
a terrific convulsion of nature. Win- 
dows in stores and houses were shat- 
tered. Signs were thrown from their 
supports and rattled down among 
pedestrians. For hours, terror reigned 
in the villages of the north shore, 
where it was believed there had been 
two distinct earthquakes. a 

The flash of the blast was seen 
distinctly as far south as Evanston. 
It was as if a thousand cannons had 
béen rolled into one and fired with a 
full charge of powder. The, air waa 
rent by an ear-splitting noise, the 
heavens were lighted for a moment 
and then a great cloud of smoke rolled 
away over the. lake. 

After that, all was darkness. Not 
only was the little hamlet wiped out, 
the few survivors of the disaster were 
cut off from communication with the 
outside world. Telegraph and tele- 
phone wires leading to Kenosha, six 
miles away, were torn down and 
tangled into a state of uselessness.- 

KENOSHA TERRORIZED. 

In Kenosha, which is just fifty-one 
miles from Chicago, the residents were 
stunned by the calamity and _ the 
physical fear into which they had 
been thrown. Every window in the 
tow was shattered. Doors were 
blown in. The City Hall trembled and 
the policemen in it ran out into the 
street and for some time refused to 
enter the rocking structure. 

Then began a frantic quest for in- 
formation about the 600 Inhabitants of 
Pleasant Prairie. But none was to be 
had. Not a telephone wire responded 
to the vigorous tests of linemen. 

While rescuing parties were being 
made up and automobiles impressed 
into service the sky was lit up by a 
great sheet of flame, telling of the 
invariable aftermath of such explo- 
sion — a raging fire carrying every- 
thing combustible before it.

Hitchcock Signs Contract for Four 

Years More of Free Return Ad- 

dresses on Stamped Envelopes.

WASHINGTON, March 9.—By affix- | 
ing his signature to the contract for 
the manufacture and printing of 
stamped envelopes and stamped news- 
paper wrappers, Postmaster General 
Hitchcock put an end for at least four 
years, from July 1 next, to a contest 
that has waged intermittently for more 
than a quarter of a century.

Widow Claims That She Loaned 
Forty-five Hundred Dollars on a 
Life Insurance Policy Which 
Proves to Be Worthless—Defend- 
ant Refuses to Answer Questions.

VENTURA, March 9. — Charles 
Crowthers, selon of a well-known pio- 
neer family of this city, is in trouble 
in the pourts in this county, through 
having obtained the moneys of the 
Sudduth estate belonging to certain 
miner heirs gnd for which there has 
been no restitution. When the father 
died in this county, the mother, Mary 
E. Sudduth, was appointed guardian 
of the two children, Leland F. Sud- 
duth, who obtained $2567.71 from the 
estate, and Mariow F. Sudduth, whose 
share was $1126.67. 

In ‘April, last, Crowthers borrowed 
of the mother of the children the sum 
of $4500 of this money, promising to 
put up as security a life insurance 
policy for $10,000 and to pay interest 
on the loan at the rate of 7 per cent. 
per annum. Mrs. Sudduth, having had 
little business experience and trust- 


ing and believing in the word of 
Crowthers, readily let him have the 
money, but testified that she was 
never able to secure the insurance 


policy and the evidence developed that 
the policy was of no value. 
This is the story of the transaction 
as gleaned from the report of the 
mother as guardian, She also took. the 
witness stand and testified fully as 
to the part Crowthers took, relating 
in detail all the transaction and as to 
how she had been deceived by the 
promises made to her. 
When Crowthers was put on the 
Stand he refused to answer questions 
put to him on the ground that he 
might incriminate himself. The case 
was put over until today and again 
|Crowthers refused to testify, when 
Judge Clarke made an order that 
three transcripts of the proceedings 
(be made, one to be sent to Los An- 
geles, and that the tase go over un- 
til it be determined by the authorities 
whether the matter of the prosecution 
of Crowthers should be carried on in 
this county or in Los Angeles, where the 
business transactions in question took 
place,

The Lost Hills district, according 
to oil men who have spent much time 
in the field during the past winter, 
presents a vast improvement over 
the conditions that existed when the 
first discovery ot oil was made in 
Oetober of 1910. Because of the find- 
ing of of] at a shallow depth in the 
discovery well of the Lakeshore Oil 
Company, many persons who went in- 
to the district rly were not equipped 
for deep drilling. 

Others, including the Associated and

A Food 
many oll operators believed that even 
out on the flats oil would be found at 
a Shallow depth. It is now believed that
